Ezek. 9:4, “Set a mark upon the 
foreheads of the men that sigh and 
cry for all the abominations that 
be done in the midst thereof.” 


Israel and Judah were in a sad 
condition: they had forgotten God, 
gone into idolatry and God’s wrath 
was against them. The prophets 
had prophesied and prayed and 
plead, and almost worn themselves 
out, but to no avail. The prophet 
here says, “The Lord cried with a 
mighty voice.” So sure, so definite 
was that voice that the prophet 
could not misunderstand. 


The Lord said, “Go Through,” 
and “MARK” 


I want you to investigate with 
me, and see where God begins 
when He marks, and the judgment 
that follows upon the disobedient. 
God did not start at the further- 
most end of the city, but He said, 
“Begin at my sanctuary.” Peter 
says that judgment must begin at 
the house of God. 


When there is indifference among 
the ungodly you will always find 
and locate its source among so- 
called Christians. We hear much 
about indifference today; almost 
every minister I meet talks along 
that line. When the Christian peo- 
ple are alive and awake to the 
truth, and are concerned for the 
lost, there is always a concein 
among the lost themselves. 

Israel and Judah had sunken to 


‘ure up to the Pharisees 


the depth of degradation and had 
gone on and forgotten God’s 
cause. God had given the prophet 
a vision, and had taken him into 
the interior or the heart of things. 
Now today there are some things 
which look all right on the out- 
side, but God looks into the heart, 
and He may see entirely different 
from man, and such was the con- 
dition in Israel. 

When God sent a man to mark, 
He said, “Set a mark upon the 
foreheads of the men that sigh and 
cry for all the abominations that 
be done in the midst thereof.” Now 
if He had said mark the professors 
of religion, a great many would 
have received the mark; or if He 
had said mark those who have a 
form of godliness (or religion), a 
great number would have been 
marked. 

Pharisees Included 

There are folks who can meas- 
(hypo- 
crites). You simply can’t put your 
fingers on their lives, but you 
know what Jesus said, “Woe unto 
you scribes, Pharisees, hypocrites, 
for you are like unto whited sepul- 
chers which indeed appear beauti- 
ful outward, but are within full of 
dead men’s bones, and of all un- 
cleanness.” Those folks were fixed 
up so that they appeared outward- 
ly to be very pious and very reli- 
gious and beautiful, but Jesus 
looking down into their inward 
beings, beheld their vice and sin 


and at once pronounced a woe up- 
on them. And a lot of Christian 
professors today are an exact du- 
plicate of these. But He did not 
say to mark those who have a pro- 
fession, or mark those who read 
their Bibles, and say their prayers 
before they retire at night and 
when they arise in the morning; 
but God knows our hearts and 
knows how to search them out.We 
look on the outward appearance 
of people and judge by the sight 
of our eyes and the hearing of our 
ears, but God judges from. the 
heart. c 

You may go with a profession 
and not have any power or victory, 
and even live so clean that few 
can detect your condition, but God 
knows just where you stand. Even 
the preacher may go through the 
form of a service, of prayer and 
sacrifice, and yet not have the 
power of God. The prophet said 
that when God showed him he 
found a priest who had his back 
to the altar and was not worship- 
ping God; and more than that, 
many had gone to worshipping the 
god of beauty. 

You know we have a great deal 
of sympathy with much that God 
does not have sympathy with, and 
if we are not very careful we will 
be in worse condition than these 
that were not to be marked. 

People today are slandering, 
and backbiting, and saying cutting 
things about each other, and at 
the same t'me profess:ng religion, 
and even profess a high standard 
of religion, and of having or being 
in possession of the Holy Ghost.

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Government, Sts Purpose and Abuses 


“And as they went through the 
cities, they delivered them the 
decrees for to keep, that were or- 
dained of the apostles and elders 
at Jerusalem,” Acts 16:4. 

Decrees 

These decrees were the opinions 
rendered by the apostles and elders 
concerning circumcision and other 
questions that had arisen among 
the Gentile Christians, Acts 15:29. 
What was mentioned in ch. 15:23 
as “letters” is in verse 30 an 
“epistle” and is identical with “de- 
crees” mentioned in our text. The 
first mention of these writings in 
Acts 15:23 simply expresses the 
manner in which the apostles and 
elders sent their decision concern- 
ing questions discussed by them; 
it was by “letter.”” However, that 
“letter”? contained some _ things 
that were called “an epistle,’”’ com- 
ing from the Greek word “epis- 
tola.” It means “‘word sent, an or- 
der, command.” 


There were certain things com- 
manded in this letter for the bet- 
terment of those Gentile converts, 
and this we call GOVERNMENT. 
It was the exercise of authority of 
the apostles and elders over the 
Gentile converts who had accepted 
the gospel of Jesus Christ, of 
which the apostles were the first 
ambassadors or emissaries, and 
are recognized by God and set in 


the church, occupying “first” 
place, 1 Cor. 12:28. Their right 


therefore to issue an order or com- 
mand for the betterment and gov- 
ernment of the Gentile Christians, 
was unquestionable. Yet we must 
not overlook the fact that they is- 
sued no such command until they 
were asked for an opinion by those 
who needed counsel. Those who 
exercise the government of the 
church will manifest wisdom and

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gain favor in its administration, to 
not be too hasty in offering reme- 
dies or counsel even though it is 
needed, until asked for. See Acts 
15:2. 

The Manner of Their Delivery 

They were sent by the hands of 
the apostles Paul and Barnabas, 
who were also accompanied by Ju- 
das and Silas. Paul and Barnabas 
were sent as missionaries by the 
Church, Acts 13:2-4; they were 
therefore not only apostles of the 
Lord, but also of the Church. They 
are both called apostles, Acts 14: 
14; 1 Cor. 1:1. Who being now 
sent forth on an errand in the 
name of and for the church, are 
rightly called apostles or the 
church. The same is irae of Judas 
and Silas. 

They were sent by the church, 
Acts 15:22, 25. The latter are also 
called “chief men among the breth- 
ren,” V. 22. The word used _ for 
“chief” comes from the Greek 
word “hagemon,” which means a 
guide, a leader, a chieftain, prince, 
Matt. 2:6, used of a Roman provin- 
cial governor, Matt. 27:2, 12. It is 
therefore a legal word used always 
with the office of leadership and 
connected with government. What 
we have therefore in the appliance 
of the name unto Judas and S'las, 
is a fact that both these men were 


recognized by the apostles and 
elders, as well as the whole 


church, as “leaders or governors” 
within the church at Jerusalem. 
The decrees were therefore deliv- 
ered in an official manner. 

On the face of the word used for 
decree, we find written the stamp 
and exercise of authority. It comes 


from the Greek word “dogma,” 
which means a decree, statute, or- 
dinance, Luke 2:1; Acts 16:4; 17:7; 
Eph. 2:15; Col. 2:14. “Dogma” 
comes from “dokeo,” which means 
to think, imagine, suppose, pre- 
sume; the idea is therefore appar- 
ent that the decrees issued were 
the outcome of consideration and 
study of those who issued them. 

Let us also notice that these de- 
crees “were ordained of the apos- 
tles and elders.” The word “or- 
dain” comes from the Greek word 
“krima,”’ which means to _ issue 
judgment, a sentence or award. It 
is another legal word, used to sep- 
arate or distinguish between that 
which is best or good for all con- 
cerned. The decree represented the 
opinion and judgment of the apos- 
tles and elders concerning the 
questions at issue. 

The Scope of Authority 

These decrees were delivered to 
the churches in every city where 
there were churches located, as a 
means and safeguard against an 
occurrence of any of those things 
mentioned in such decrees, which 
is also mentioned in Acts 15:29. 
From the earliest times it is seen 
that the apostles and elders exer- 
cised authority over the churches 


as a whole; at least until such 
other important religious centers 


as Alexandria, Rome, Constantino- 
ple ete. had arisen, which  be- 
cause of the importance of the 
ministry which occupied them and 
their location, they formed separ- 
ate dioceses. This is very evident 
in the light of the following pas- 
sages: “And the rest will I set ‘n 
order when I come,” 1 Cor. 11:34. 
“For this cause left I thee in Crete, 
that thou shouldst set in order the 
things that are wanting,” Titus 1: 
».

CHURCHES SHOW GAIN IN 
MEMBERSHIP 


The total for all denominations 
as reported by Dr. Keiffer, presi- 
dent of the Association of Ameri- 
can Religious Statisticians, for the 
year 1933 was 60,812,874, or a gain 
of 655,482; representing an _in- 
crease of 1.59 per cent for the year 
1933 over that of 1932. Catholics 
led the list with 20,324,144 mem- 
bers, which leaves for all Protes- 
tant denominations mentioned a 
total of 40,488,730 members. The 
Baptists came first with a mem- 
bership of 9,866,209 members, al- 
so showing a gain for the year of 
193,571. The Methodists came 
next with a membership of 8,766,- 
017 and a gain for the year of 213,- 
662. 

“For all these church members 
there are nearly 250,000 churches 
and approximately 2,500 fewer 
preachers. The actual number of 
ministers is 239,518, and the total 
number of churches is 242,011. 
That is, there are 2,493 more 
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churches than ministers—statisti- 
cal disproof of the widely herald- 
ed statement that there are 10,000 
more ministers than churches.”

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Report of Conventions 


S. W. LATIMER, Gen. Overseer 


The state convention of North 
Carolina convened at Erwin, N. 
C., May 3-6, John L. Stephens, 
overseer. All the ministers in the 
State, witn the exception of a very 
few, were present at this meeting. 
The presence and power of God 
was felt from the very beginning, 
and the convention increased in 
interest and power until the close. 
Brother Stephens is a great or- 
ganizer and his convention was 


well arranged. The preachers 
seemed to be at their best and 
their messages were very inter- 


esting, in fact, the whole meeting 
was freighted with the power of 
God from start to finish. The ta- 
bernacle was filled to overflowing 
and many were turned away  be- 
cause they couldn’t get standing 
room on the inside. We feel that 
much and lasting good was done 
in this meeting for the Church. 
There were visitors from several 
states in the Union. North Caro- 


lina has rapidly advanced _ this 
year. Many new churches have 
been set in order and the pros- 


pects are good for quite a number 
more before the next Assembly. 
Our next convention was Eas- 
ton, Md., F. B. Marine, overseer. 
This was at a very busy season 
for that country and many could 
not leave their secular work and 
attend. The majority of the minis- 
ters were present and a large de- 
legation of the laity. In all the con- 
ventions I have attended, I believe 
there was a greater burden on the 
hearts of the people of this one for 
a deeper l'fe and more of God’s 
guidance than in any of the others. 
At most every service the people 
cried aloud. Many were seeking 
the Lord and right in the middle 
of the service some one would 
break down and cry for the Lord 
to help them. Some one of the 
precious saints would take them 
aside and pray for them. One prec- 
ious one received the Holy Ghost 
while some one was preaching. On 
Saturday afternoon and Sunday 
the people came from all over the 
state and God wonderfully blessed, 


especially on Sunday. The Lord is 
working with. many hearts in 
Maryland and if Jesus tarries there 
will be quite an ingathering from 
that state this year. 


We went from Maryland to 
Hamilton, Ohio. There we met 
Brother Haynes and his co-work- 
ers in the state convention. The 
church at Hamilton was filled to 
its overflow every service, and at 
the evening services hundreds 
were turned away. This was also 
a wonderful meeting. The presence 
and power of the Holy Ghost was 
felt in every service. Many en- 
couraging messages were given 
and we feel that the people every- 
where are waking up to the iact 
that we need more of God’s pow- 
er and that Jesus is coming soon. 
Brother Haynes is a good over- 
seer and the people in the State 
all love him. The work in Ohio is 
taking on new life and there are 
glowing prospects. for a great inga- 
thering for the Church. 


Our next convention was at 
Somerset, Ky., J. C. Jernigan, 
overseer. Brother Jernigan is 
young and full of energy and he 
certainly is bringing Kentucky to 
the front. Thirteen new churches 
have been set in order in that state 
this year, and quite a few minis- 
ters have come in from _ other 
movements, to join the great army 
of workers for the Church of God 
in that state. God’s presence and 
power was manifested in a great 
way. The house was crowded in 
every service andat night the 
streets were filled with people. We 
are sure this will be the best year 
for the Church that Kentucky has 
ever had. They are planning on 
buying a state headquarters and 
arranging a building large enough 
to take care of the state meeting. 
We feel sure this is a wise move. 
The state conventions are so 
largely attended that they cannot 
take care of the visitors. There 
were more at this meeting than 
could be cared for and some of 
them had to return to their homes. 
Brother Jernigan tells me_ that 
they will soon have their quota for 
general indebtedness collected. 
The Eldorado Brass’ Band visited 
the Kentucky convention, and al- 
so a band from Louisville. We cer- 
tainly .enjoyed their music. It 
seems that all the workers return- 
ed to their respective places with 
renewed determination to press 


the battle for truth and right. 
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Our next meeting was at De- 
troit, Mich., D. G. Phillips, over- 
seer. Brother Phillips had secured 
the Odd Fellows’ Tempie witha 
large auditorium and a dining 
room in the basement and _ free 
meals were served three times a 
day to all the visitors of this great 
convention. One evening they 
fed six hundred and _ seventy-five. 
Brother Phillips is proving himself 
to be one of the very best over- 
seers. He is a great organizer and 
handles his congregation with de- 
liberation and love. Michigan is 
making rapid progress for the 
Church. In this convention there 
was great interest shown in music 
and the singing was extra good. 
The building was practically full 
in daytime and at night every 
available space was _ occupied. 
God’s presence and power filled 
the building and Iam sure many 
will long remember this glorious 
occasion. The Bible School Quar- 
tet under the supervision of J. H. 
Walker, Superintendent of Educa- 
tion, has been with us in all these 
conventions, and they have ren- 
dered valuable service in singing 
the gospel, which has been enjoy- 
ed by thousands of people. 


Our next convention was in West 
Virginia, which convened at 
Salem, H. N. Scoggins, overseer. 
brother Scoggins is an able over- 
seer. He has been overseer of 
‘rexas, Tennessee, Illinois, and 
twice over West Virginia. He is an 
extra good overseer and always 
handles his work with discretion. 
The church at Salem could not ac- 
commodate half the people who 
came to this great convention. I 
never heard better preaching. The 
presence and power of God was 
telt in every service. They had 
young people’s meeting commenc- 
ing at six in the evening and last- 
ing one hour. They secured a 
storebuilding near-by and free 
meals were served twice a day for 
all delegates. On the last evening 
of the convention the power fell 
and I never witnessed a more glo- 
rious occasion.

They were accustomed “to set 
things in order.” There was no fa- 
vored few, nor was there such a 
form of government as is found in 
many places where every one does 
what he feels led of the Spirit to 
do. It is all right for an individual 
to be led of the Spirit, everyone 
should be so led; but if the church 
is to be led of the Spirit it will 
most assuredly be led by those 
whom God has placed in it for the 
purpose of counsel and oversight 
that they may all rally around the 
same standard. 

Result of the Decision or Decrees 

“And so were the churches es- 
tablished in the faith, and increas- 
ed in number daily,” Acts 16:5. 
False teachers had confused cer- 
tain of the churches by teaching 
things and practices which were

not necessary for Christians to do. 
While such conditions were preva- 
lent these churches could not be 
“established in the faith.” As a re- 
sult they could not enjoy the as- 
surance and steadfastness of faith 
that was needed for their happi- 
ness and furtherance of joy. 
Churches can only be established 
today as those things which have 
undermined and destroyed their 
faith are removed. Not only were 
the churches established in the 
faith, but they increased in num- 
ber daily. Churches cannot work 
in faithfulness and satisfaction un- 
til there is accord in doctrine.When 
this is reached there is unity in 
doctrine, which brings unity in ef- 
forts and purpose, which always 
brings favorable and successful re- 
sults from ministerial activity.

MAZATLAN, SINALOA, MEXICO 
En Route to Central America 
May 24, 1934 


Hello, folks! Here we are again. 
I am feeling fine in soul and body, 
praise the Lord, for on this trip I 
have been made to feel my need of 
His presence as never before, as 
one can see the awful marks of sin 
at every crook and turn of the 
road. 

You have possibly read my first 
article which was mailed aboard 
the train en route to the Mexican 
border. One night was spent with 
the folks at Nogales. They are still 
meeting in the homes for service 
as we have not as yet received of- 
ficial permission from the govern- 
ment in Mexico City to open the 
church to the public, although it 
has been finished for some time. 
It took about a month to get an 
answer from Mexico City in the 
first place, then they referred the 
matter to the local authorities, 
who had to pass on the building. 
This they did favorably and it is 
expected the official opening will 
take place soon. 


We have a substantial building 
which is constructed of native 
adobe brick, is built on a cement 
foundation, cut out in solid rock. 
The walls are re-enforced with 
concrete, and the building is plas- 
tered with white stucco material 
within and without. It is situated 
on a hill overlooking the city and 
we have a large Church of God sign 
across the entire front, in Spanish 
“Iglesia de Dios,’ which can be 
read from perhaps a mile away. 
We have met with much opposi- 
tion there as elsewhere in Mexico, 
but so far have won out by the 
grace of God. The latest ordeal 
through which we were taken was 
a lawsuit in which I was named 
defendant. One laborer who had 
done some work for the church, 
brought suit for $928.00 pesos, al- 
though he had been paid in full for 
his work. He claimed we had vio- 
lated the Mexican Federal Labor 
Laws and based his claim on the 
same. When the case came to trial 
it developed that he had received 


to within $16.00 pesos of the sum 
prescribed by law. We of course 
were ordered to pay this, although 
he had been paid the amount for 
which he had agreed to work. He 
was so chagrined after being de- 
feated and admonished by the 
judge, that he refused to accept 
this small amount, thus complet- 
ing our victory in the matter.When 
my trial came up I had only five 
days in which to appear or have 
some one else represent me, and 
being so far away at the time, it 
was impossible for me to comply 
with the demands of the courts, 
but one prominent merchant of the 
town took it upon himself to stand 
in my stead on the merits of the 
case, although he was a total 
stranger to me. 
At Ciudad Obregon 

From Nogales we began the all- 
night train ride to the mission 
headquarters at Ciudad Obregon, 
Sonora. We almost choked with 
dust as the train went speeding 
across the great Sonoran desert 
for more than three hundred 
miles. At times the dust-laden de- 
mon-charged air became so dense 
it was necessary to cover our faces 
with handkerchiefs in order to 
breathe. I spent three nights with 
our people at Obregon City and 
the Lord met with us in a very 
special manner. I was informed 
that around three hundred had 
been saved and over two hundred 
sanctified and filled with the Holy 
Ghost during the short time since 
the work was opened there. On 
Sunday twenty or so were baptized 
*n water, with about that many 
more to follow. I learned that thir- 
ty new members had been added 
at their last business meeting. We 
had another meeting for business 
the last night. One very prominent 
Baptist minister living at a dis- 
tance from the city received the 
Holy Ghost recently and came into 
the church. This makes nine na- 
tive preachers including a little gir] 
about eleven years old who has 
been preaching about one and 2 
half years. 

Now you have read about all the 
good things so I thought it might 
be well for me to tell you some- 
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thing of the awful persecution 
through which the church is going 
at that place, so you may know 
better how to pray for and to sym- 
pathize with the work there. 

It is unfortunate for us for while 
our mission activities are centered 
about Ciudad Obregon, this also is 
a communist stronghold and they 
are putting up a very strong fight 
against religion in every form. Tne 
strong arm of the Catholic church 
was broken, so to speak, before we 
came there, and they left off .» 
build their beautiful cathedral 
which was about half finished, 
leaving it possibly to become a den 
for rats and a roosting place for 
the buzzards, especially the birds 
which are so numerous there. And 
now since the Catholics are out of 
the way they are warring on the 
Protestants, and for months the 
papers have carried scandalous re- 
ports defaming the Protestant re- 
ligion, especially the Church of 
God, and not just notes but column 
after column under full-page head- 
linés. They accused the Catholics 
of being cold and formal and void 
of heartfelt religion. They were al- 
so charged with many crimes in- 
volving the corruption of good 
morals, sedition, fostering a spirit 
of rebellion thru meddling in poli- 
tics, etc. This no doubt played an 
important part in the uprising five 
years ago in which around four 
thousand were killed with eleven 
thousand wounded in the bloody 
battles which ensued. _ 

The Church of God is accused 
on the other hand of fostering a 
spiritof fornication and “wildfire,” 
called in Spanish “fuego-griego,” 
literally meaning “Greek fire,” re- 
ferring to an inflamable material 
used by the ancient Greeks in war- 
fare. The persecutions likewise in- 
volved accusations respecting the 
morals of the people, and altogeth- 
er they have taken on such serious 
proportions that the governor of 
the state has ordered all the 
churches closed in Ciudad Obre- 
gon, until the matter could be ad- 
justed some way, in order to avoid 
a possible uprising with the shed- 
ding of blood. 

The church doors have been 
closed about a month but the peo- 
ple are meeting in secret, worship- 
ping behind closed doors and 
barred windows. We had _ three 
visits from the police on Sunday , 
on account of the baptismal ser- 
vice. The last convert had just 
been baptzied when the first police 
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car arrived. The cover was hurried- 
ly placed over the baptistry and 
pandamonium reigned for a time 
as the people ran hither and thith- 
er seeking places of refuge, some 
discarding their wet clothes in 
their haste. On the third and last 
trip the commandmante del policia 
came along. He brought good 
news, saying to Sister Atkinson 
that he himself was almost per- 
suaded to become a Christian and 
that he was very much in sympa- 
thy with the Church of God work 
(one police who came to help keep 
the peace on another occasion was 
converted), and if any of the 
doors were opened it would be 
ours. The order was supposed to 
carry with it instructions to close 
all saloons at noon on Saturday 
but they remained open just the 
same. The main meeting place of 
the reds is just a block away and 
they are busy as bees almost day 
and night. They had the band 
playing in front and seemed to be 
celebrating the occasion. A move- 
ment is on foot to unteach every- 
thing with reference to God in the 
schools, teaching openly against 
the Bible’ The state superintend- 
ent of schools left in a powerful 
airplane for the communistic state 
of Tobasco, far to the south of 
here, to get help and instructions 
on how to combat religion. The 
devil may find he is not dealing 
with “Greek fire” in the end, but 
the victory is not won for us yet, 
no time to shout, better pray. 
Off for Mazatlan, Sinaloa 


Continuing by train we soon left 
the State of Sonora behind and be- 
gan the 400 mile trip through the 
State of Sinaloa. At the town of 
San Blas we stopped to exchange 
soldier guards, and also witnessed 
an interesting ceremony by the 
schools which were bidding fare- 
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well to some teachers who were 
leaving. About 200 boys and girls 
marched along side the train, most 
of them carrying bouquets of 
flowers and holding a school pe- 
riodical entitled ‘““Voz de la Escu- 
ela,” the voice of the school, on 
the front page of which was print- 
ed a song, “Soy Sinaloyense,” I am 
a Sinaloan. They proceeded to sing 
the words describing the beauties 
and benefits of Sinaloa. At Culia- 
can a wedding apparently had tak- 
en place and the band was out for 
the occasion. 

We soon crossed the Tropic of 
Cancer leaving the desert plains 
behind, the same giving way to 
rich tropical verdure. We have a 
church set in order in Mazatlan 
which is quite promising although 
the people have to worship behind 
closed doors for fear of the au- 
thorities. 

I am lodged in the home of a 
brother who is a merchant and 
have held two services in his 
house. The Mexicans everywhere 
seem to be a happy-go-lucky peo- 
ple, singing and playing their mu- 
sical instruments. You seldom 
hear them sitting around talking 
“depression” like in the United 
States. These folks might well 
think of us as did the robin and 
sparrow in the poem by Elizabeth 
Cheney, entitled ‘Overheard in an 
Orchard”: 


“Said the robin to the sparrow, 
I should really like to know 
Why these anxious human beings 
Rush about and worry so. 
Said the sparrow to the robin, 
Friend, I think that it must be 
That they have no heavenly Father 
Such as cares for you and me.”

They can play the righteous 
man and yet cannot be trusted, 
and God will hold us responsible 
for allowing things to slip and if 
we want an old time revival, and 
God knows this world needs it, we 
will have to go at things as God 
has planned and that will have to 

begin at the house of God. 
When God began searching He 
did not touch outward things. He 
began at the heart life. Now in this

scripture He did not say mark the 
deacons in the church, mark the 
Sunday School superintendent or 
the Sunday School teacher, or the 
treasurer, but when God marks 
folks you can tell it, and others 
can tell it too. Live with one for a 
short time and you _ will know 
whether one has God’s mark or 
not. Those who are holy have a pe- 
culiar mark. In other words, there 
will be something different about 


them. 
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Whom to Mark 

“Mark them that sigh and cry.” 
I want you to get that—“them that 
sigh and cry.” The man with the 
inkhorn says, “Whom shall I 
mark?” The answer comes, “Mark 
the man that sighs and crys,” mark 
the man that weeps and sighs be- 
cause God’s glory is dragging in 
the dust and souls by the millions 
are dying without God. “Mark 
him,” and He did not say “mark 
that crowd.” You remember the 
prophet Jeremiah was called “the 
weeping prophet.” He was weep- 
ing because the people were going 
back on God; he was weeping be- 
cause God’s glory was at stake. 

Oh we need more weeping proph- 
ets today! We have some wonder- 
ful prophets, they tell us beautiful 
things; they can give us marvel- 
lous prophecies; but, so few are 
weeping prophets. My God give us 
more stalwart men who will weep 
because God’s glory is at stake, 
and because God is being rejected. 
Too many are weeping because 
their salaries are cut. They should 
not weep for the temporal things 
of this life, but weep for the pre- 
cious fruit of the earth, and be- 
cause the cause of Christ is being 
so neglected and not taken to 
heart. 

Go with your inkhorn and put 
on the mark. The Psalmist says 
that his eyes became a fountain of 
tears, because the people regarded 
not God, and did not respect the 
law of God. But here was a man 
sighing and groaning. God says, 
“Blessed are ye that weep now for 
ye shall laugh,” and according to 
that quotation there will be few 
who will get to laugh. I want to 
be one in that number who will 
get to laugh all the time after 
while, don’t you? 

Cause of Weeping 

But what was the cause of the 
weeping? Israel had sinned and 
Judah had gone into idolatry. 
Here and there you will find peo- 
ple mourning because of the con- 
dition of Israel. If we were going 
to mark you this afternoon, would 
it not be on the merits of your 
profession, and not on how much 
you were reading your Bibles, nor 
on how straight you seemed to be 
living? It would not be on how 
well you are dressed, nor how long 
the wave in your hair was guaran- 
teed to last, but it would be on the 
heart life. 

The heart is the fountainhead 
from which the issues of life flow, 
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so all the things that are mani- 
fested in our lives come from the 
abundance of the heart. If evil is 
manifested it is from the heart; if 
good, it is prompted by the in- 
dwelling Spirit of God. When God 
comes into the heart you will not 
have to go around and ask folks if 
they think you are a Christian. It 
will manifest itself. No one will 
have to tell you that you shouldn’t 
dress immodest. Old fashioned sal- 
vation will make you dress like 
God wants you to, and live like he 
wants you to live, and act like He 
‘vould have you act. 

The man went through the city 
and marked them that were weep- 
ing and crying. Very few people to- 
day like to be marked so that the 
world will know just what side 
they are on, and hundreds of peo- 
ple who profess to be_ sanctified, 
and baptized with the Holy Chost 
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and fire are afraid to declare that 
they are whole-heartedly cut and 
out for God. Men and women will 
zo into the shops and offices and 
will be afraid to say anything 
about Jesus Christ, and yet ihey 
say, “I want to do more for him.” 
Very few like to be known as 
weeping and crying. 

Just recently I heard Christians 
inake very tad remarks about peo- 
ple who were weeping in church. 
Some seem to think that Chris- 
tians should not weep. it seemed 
like foolishness to them, but it is 
because of the lack of heart azony 
thar there is no spiritual progress 
in some churches. We talk about 
backsliders lightly and sometimes 
I hear them spoken of in a tone of 
voice that sounded more like a 
laugh than a tear.

This is an era of consolidations, 
mergers and combines — every- 
thing is getting headed up; banks, 
groceries, drug stores, movies, 
schools, governments and even 
churches, 

Such combinations are found to 
promote a business-like efficiency 
and just as machines have taken 
the place of hand labor, consolida- 
tion is replacing individualism in 
many fields; the many being 
brought under the control of the 
few. 

In government the shift is from 
democracy toward autocracy or 
dictatorship. The world is tired of 
listening to the confusion of many 
voices and is inclining toward a 
dominant central voice of author- 
ity. In church and state this posi- 
tion is shortly to be occupied by 
the “false prophet” and “Anti- 
christ.” Rev. 13.

The present world dictators ap- 
peared at a time when democracy 
was being hailed as the ideal form 
of government—the voice of the 
people. Actually it is not the voice 
of the people that is heard in our 
democratic governments but the 
voice of the politicians. Half the 
people, to whom the responsibility 
of government is entrusted in a 
democracy, are too indifferent to 
cast the vote necessary to make 
their voice heard. Most of those 
who do vote, know little about the 
man they vote for as governmental 
representatives, except their 
names. 

* * * 

If the people could really make 
their voice heard it would bea 
very confusing sound anyway, a 
bedlam of many inharmonious 
voices. When too many mouths 
try to say what shall be done, noth- 
ing is done. Talk is very well when 
all is going well but a crisis calls 
for action. That is the reason that 
even while the world was thinking 
in terms of democracy one govern- 
ment after another came under the 
control of a dictator—a _ strong 
ruler with a single definite plan of 
action.

After the World War affairs in 
Italy were in bad disorder. Then in 
walked a_ bricklayer, newspaper 
publisher, named Mussolini, giving 
orders right and left. One after 


another Italy’s institutions were 
whipped into line and today Mus- 
solini heads the most powerful 
government in the world. In Rus- 
sia the people were tired of oppres- 
sion by a weak and costly czar and 
the parasite Greek Catholic 
Church, In the reaction that fol- 
lowed, the dominant party rose to 
overihrow all government and ie- 
ligion as they had known it. Today 
the soviets are speeding Russia’s 
industrial development in prepara- 
tion for a coming conflict. The 
latest leader to be enrolled with 
the dictators is Herr Hitler who 
has appeared to guide the destiny 
of Germany. 
* * * 

It is notable that the northern 
d ctatorships; i. e. Russia and Ger- 
many; are openly against Jehovah 
and the Jews while the king of 
the South, Mussolini, to all appear- 
ances stands as a defender of or- 
ganized religion with an inclina- 
tion to resist the policies of the 
northern empires and to affiliate 
with Britain, France and other 
God-fearing nations. The coming 
war to be fought over the Jew is 
already in process of preparation 
through the anti-Jew propaganda 
being disseminated throughout the 
world, and the consolidations in 
process of formation.

Jewish persecution in Germany 
since the rise of Hitlerism is per- 
plexing to statesmen. The Jews 
have been at home in Germany for 
at least 1600 years. They have 
proven themselves loyal, law abid- 
ing citizens of the fatherland. 
Some of the world’s leading scien- 
tists, artists and thinkers have 
been German Jews. Germany owes 
no small part of its national pres- 
tige to its Jews. Perhaps even Hit- 
ler doesn't know why he is heading 
a drive against this race of people. 
THE BIBLE SUPPLIES THE EX- 
PLANATION. The Jew was to bear 
reproach and tribulation among 
the nations for violating Jehovah’s 
covenant. This reproach and perse- 
cution is to culminate with the 
great tribulation (Jer. 30:7) and 
the gathering of the nations 
against Jerusalem to battle (Zech. 
14:2). ‘The Lord shall scatter thee 
among all people and among those 
nations shalt thou find no ease, 
and thy life shall hang in doubi 
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before thee and thou shalt fear 
day and night, and have none as- 
surance of life.” Deut. 28:64-66. 
Each wave of Jew hatred and per- 
secution must be looked upon as 
preparation for this final climax. 
When the Jews have atoned for 
their transgression the nations 
that have persecuted them will al- 
so be punished. “Then shall the 
Lord go forth and fight against 
those nations.” 
* * * 


The United States has also come 
to a time of crisis calling for less 
discussion and more action. A few 
years ago people could never have 
been made to believe that any 
president should have the control 
of our government so completely 
turned over to him as has the pre- 
sent president. When to permit ac- 
tion, governmental control has to 
be surrendered more or less into 
the hands of one man, democracy 
thereby confesses its inability to 
deal with the problems of the day. 

The realization that dictator- 
ship is capable of success where 
less efficient forms of government 
fail will soon pave the way for the 
coming of a world dictator; the 
world’s messiah, or Antichrist. 


The same form of government 
will be employed when “The king- 
doms of this world are become the 
kingdoms of our Lord and of his 
Christ. “Rev. 11:15. But HIS DIC- 
TATORSHIP WILL BE A JUST 
AND EQUITABLE ONE. For, 
“Righteousness shall be the girdle 
of his loins and _ faithfulness the 
girdle of His reins.”

REVIEW 


Scripture Lesson: 1 Cor. 1:18-25. — Memory Verse: 1 John 4:14b. 


GOLDEN TEXT: Of his kingdom there shall be no end.—Luke 1:33. 


LEADING THOUGHT: Christ’s career was attended with humiliation and suf- 
fering but He accomplished the work He came to earth to perform. 


LESSON VERSE BY VERSE 


THE PREACHING OF THE CROSS 

V. 18. “For the preaching of the cross 
is to them that perish foolishness.” Those 
who walk in the path leading to destruc- 
tion count the word of the cross as fool- 
ishness, 2 Cor. 2:15. To them it was such 
because it required spiritual discernment, 
1 Cor. 2:14. While on the other hand, the 
wisdom of the world or human wisdom 
was accounted as foolishness with God, 1 
Cor. 3:19. Since St. Paul understood the 
manner in which the world looked at the 
Gospel, it reveals the heroic character of 
faith to preach the Gospel against the op- 
position of such an opinion. To the Jews 
the cross was the tree of shame and hor- 
ror as a crucified person was accursed of 
God, Deut. 21:23; Gal. 3:13. They could 
not understand how a thing accursed of 
Jehovah could be a means of their salva- 
tion. To the Greeks the gospel of the 
cross was the result of a “slave’s infamy 
and the punishment of a murderer.” Its 
entire history was one of shame and 
agony. The Jews revolted against the 
thought of crucified Messiah at which the 
Greeks resented as superstition. “But un- 
to us which are saved it is the power of 
God.” The misunderstood Curse being in- 
nocent had died in our stead, therefore 
the Gospel of Christ who had become ac- 
cursed for our sakes became the power of 
God unto salvation to every one that be- 
lieveth, Rom, 1:16; 8:3. Christ had proph- 
esied, “And, I if I be lifted up from the 
earth will draw all men unto me.” 


V. 19. “For it is written.” The refer- 
ences are, 1 Cor. 1:31; 2:9; 3:19; 9:9; 
10:7; 15:45; 2 Cor. 8:15. These passages 
refer to the failure of man to work out 
his own needs. “I will destroy the wisdom 
of the wise.” That is, those who are wise 
in their Own conceit and seek to set 
aside the wisdom of God. “And will bring 
to nothing the understanding of the pru- 
dent.” Pages of history abound with the 
many instances in which God has thwart- 
ed and set aside man’s effort in building 
up lasting institutions on the sands of hu- 
man wisdom. 

V. 20. “Where is the wise?” Isa. 33:18. 
The Jews regarded the rabbis and their 
pupils as being wise and therefore exalt- 
ed to the extent that they looked down 
on all poor ignorant persons or people of 
the land. And the Greeks regarded the 
philosophers only as wise men. “Where 
is the scribe?” Among the Jews of that 
day the scribe was the theologian. “He 
was the ideal of dignified learning and 


the opinion of orthodoxy who mistook 
elaborate ignorance for wisdom.” “Where 
is the disputer of this world?’ A refer- 
ence to those who desire an eager dis- 
cussion. (See Acts 28:29), also especially 
suited to the clever Greek dialecticians. 
“Hath not God made foolish the wisdom 
of this world?” That is, by the wisdom of 
the cross God stulified the wisdom of the 
world. See 1 Tim. 5:6; Rom. 1:20. 


THE FAILURE OF EARTHLY WISDOM 


V. 21. “For after that in the wisdom of 
God the world by wisdom knew not God.” 
There is great contrast here in plain 
view. It lays in the fact that God’s ways 
as is elsewhere stated are higher than the 
ways of man so much so as the heavens 
are higher than the earth. His infinite 
wisdom that has to do with perhaps mil- 
lions of worlds could not be understood 
by a mind that had been deceived and fal- 
len into sin. The cause resulted from the 
defilement of sin. Worldly wisdom relates 
alone to things of the world while on the 
other hand the wisdom of God received 
by intuition embraced the universe of His 
creation. “It pleased God by the foolish- 
ness of preaching to save them that bDe- 
lieve.” It is not that preaching is foolish- 
ness but that men so regara it for it was 
indeed the wisdom and power of God. It 
embraced the plan of substitutionary sac- 
rifice that one innocent and without sin 
might die in the stead of another who was 
guilty of sin. 


JEWISH SUPERNATURALISM AND 
GREEK PHILOSOPHY 

V. 22. “For the Jews require a sign.” 
Rather Jews demand signs. This they did 
concerning the ministry of Christ. They 
asked of Him a sign from heaven, Mait. 
12:38; 16:1; John 2:18; 4:48. Such was 
not faith and especially as concerning 
God’s Son whom He had sent. It did, how- 
ever, admit faith in Jehovah. Christ re 
fused to comply with their demand and 
insisted that they search the Scriptures 
since they thought in them there was the 
way of eternal life and in that they testi- 
fied concerning Christ. Our Lord pre 
ferred that they see signs and wonders 
wrought by Him which attested the fact 
both of His deity and of His power and 
authority over all the elements of the uni- 
verse to the extent that if they had been 
submissive they would have seen in Him 
both the powers of the Creator and the 
Savior. “And the Greeks seek after wis- 
dom.” These St. Paul had encountered at 
Athens when he found himself surround- 
ed with Stoics and Epicureans. They de- 
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lighted themselves in philosophical nov- 
elties and to learn some new thing, Acts 
17:21. They were inventors of evil things. 


THE APOSTOLIC MESSAGE 

V. 23. “But we preach Christ cruci- 
fied.” That is, a crucified Messiah which 
was so repulsive to the Jews who looked 
for a glorified Messiah. They did not see 
His humiliation and suffering before His 
glorified reign. “Unto the Jews a stumb- 
lingblock.” Since for centuries they had 
looked for the regal and glorious Mes- 
siah who would deliver them from the 
hands of their enemies, under whom they 
would enjoy special privileges, therefore 
a suffering and humiliated Messiah which 
reduced them to humiliation and the 
necessity of a new birth along with other 
of God’s fallen creatures was to them 
particularly offensive. He was to them 
therefore a stumblingblock and a stone 
of stumbling and a rock of offence, Rom. 
11:33; Isa. 8:14. Stumblingblock properly 
means folly in that they could not under- 
stand. It opened the way for human rea- 
soning or folly in which they went astray. 
“And unto the Greeks foolishness.” Both 
Jews and Greeks failed in comprehension 
of God’s plan. The Jews’ interpretation of 
scripture had failed as had the secrets of 
Grecian philosophy. In rejecting Christ 
their Savior they rejected both the peace 
and enlightenment which they had pro- 
fessed to seek. The allusion of the Greeks 
and Romans to early Christianity was 
that they held it “execrable,” “amalefic,” 
“depraved, damnable,” or at least exces- 
sive superstition. Thus they scorned St. 
Paul as a setterforth of strange doctrine 
and gods, Acts 17:18, 32. The commen- 
tators say they called Him a “seed peck- 
er,” or a mere “picker up” of “learning’s 
crumbs.” 


V. 24. “But unto them which are call- 
ed, both Jews and Greeks.” The inference 
is that among both Jews and Greeks who 
are both called, some had actually heara 
by receiving knowledge of God’s plan of 
salvation through the Gospel. The after 
effect was that the middle wall of parti- 
tion had been broken down between 
them, Rom. 9:24. “Christ the power of 
God, and the wisdom of God.” God speaks 
to us alone through the power of the cru- 
cified Christ and thru wisdom as reveai- 
ed in Him. Elsewhere St. Paul speaks 
of the exceeding greatness of God’s pow- 
er toward us who believe, and of things 
which He wrought in Christ, Eph. 1:17, 
20. He also alleges that all the treasures 
of wisdom and knowledge are hid in 
Christ, Col. 2:3. The world has_ partly 
learned that Christ is indeed the power 
of God and other of it has yet to learn 
the fact of it. It is said that, “When 
Rudolph of Hapsburgh was being crowu- 
ed and in the hurry no sceptre could be 
found, he siezed a crucifix and swore that 
that should be his only sceptre. When St. 
Thomas of Akunium asked St. Bonaven- 
tura what was the source of his immense 
learning, he pointed in silence to his cru- 
cifix. 

V. 25. “Because the foolishness of God 
is wiser than men.” The methods whereby 
God works even in its smallest measures 
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which men regard as foolish and weak 
because they are self-arrogant and pre- 
sumptuous are nevertheless the means 
whereby God accomplished the mightiest 
ends and deeds. “And the weakness of 
God is stronger than men.” When Christ 
came into the world He did not seek to 
ally Himself with either the religious 
sects of His day or the political parties 
of world powers. He cared nothing for 
the world’s splendor. He started with tax- 
gatherers, fishermen and slaves, women 
and artisans to build up a new kind of 
thing in the earth, to lay the primary 
principles of truth and the foundation of 
the establishment of the kingdom of heav- 
en. It has been a grand and glorious tri- 
umph and will end in ultimate victory.
